place in the moſt ſerious and judicious thoughts; we may well 
call it with the Comick, Funds noſtri calamtas, T he overwhelm= 
ing ſtorm of the Purity of worſhip ; for as it is true, No Ceremo- 
ny, no Bithop, becauſe the Ceremonies are the pirchy wings 
whereon they fly ; ſo it is as true,that no Service-book,, no Ce- 
remony ; for that is the Magazine of nimble Ceremomes. Dottor 
Boyes,im his Epiſtle Dedicatory to Richard Canterbury,upon his 
Expoſition of the Lyturgy, complains heavily, yer cauſeleſly, 
that the Lyturgy is- crucified between two Malefattors, on 
the left hand Papsſts,on the right hand Schiſmaticks, meaning 
Peritans ; both of theſe hee calls Foxes : but by a uſt rector- 
tion, wee ſhall ter the ſaddle on the right Horſe, and thall

CHAP. IV. 
Of the Matter, 


Ne” we come to the third particular, namely, rhe Sub- 
jet matter of the Litwrgie ; the graine is like the ground 
it grows upon, the fruit muſt be like rhe Tree ; it is not pol- 
ſible that any wholſome ſap of life ſhould come out of a noy- 
fome and poyſonous root.

But is this 
all 2 no, though it be too much ; if any out of their zeal to Gods 
Worſhip, Rand up in oppoſition again(t that Go/rab, willing to re- 
deem and buy the Truth,at whatſoever rate they thall buy it; In- 
deed, if the adverſaries may havetheir will, not only With hands 
ſpoyling of their houſes, expoſing of their ſamulies to all manner of mi- 
feries, but alſo with blows, and that not of an ordinary fize, but 
with torments and rortwres unparalleled, as cutting, branding, ſlit- 
ting, whipping, beſides (hameful prlloring, with cenſures of fines 
upon one, more than they were all worth : After all this, they 
cannot ſatisfie their rage, in deviſing Golgorha's bad enough, 
wherein to-drain out their hearts bloods, being deprived of the 
company of their wives, families and friends, and uſed worſe 
than Dogs, Of ſuch heavy inflitions upon Minifters and Gods 


- People, we profeſs, we never read nor heard, neither under the 


Heathen Rome, root Antichriſtian Romes Perſecution ; for though 
thy tortured the Martyrs of Chriſt, yet they rid them out of their 
miſeries with taeir lives;yea,the crueleſt kind of American Sava- 
ges, called the Mohawkes, though they fatned their captive Chri- 
ttians to the ſlaughter, yer they eat them up at once : but the 
Service-book ſavages eat the ſervants of God by piece-meal, keep» 
ing them alive (1f it may be called a life )) Hr ſentiant ſe mori, that 
they may be th2 more ſenſible of their dying.

ro exceed our intention ; We crave leave further of your Honors, 

ro bind our Defires with Three ſtrong Motives, for effeRing of 

the Work, namely,from Example or Pattern for doing of it,from 
danger, if it be-not done, and from the univerſal Coyenant, 
bindingevery one in his place to the doing of it.

have the force of a general Rule to apply : All the Reformed 
Churches, when God turned them from darkneſs to light, they 
expelled the Prelates, ®s the Officers of the Kingdom of dacrk- 
neſs : and the Popiſh Leturgy, as a falſe Worſhip, and work of 
darkneſs. To paſs France, the Low-Countries, Geneva,the Pala» - 
tmate, and others, be pleaſed to caft your eye upon our Neigh- f fe 
bour Nation of Scot {ard,who haye neither left roor'nor branch of 
Prelate or Popiſh Liturgie ; and have not we the ſame Reaſons 
to rejet both? Ir is an infallible Rule, both in Divinity and pF 
Polity, both in Church and Common-Wealth, V6: ſuvt ſimiles pu 
cauſe & circurftantie, ibi locum babet exemplam-;, where there 11, .* 
are the like. Cauſes and Circumſtances, there Bxample takes «4 Rom.

tion been ſo prejudiced, in all theſe p>raculars, as we have

Danger,as all knows,is the {t:ongeſt motive 
co cauſe a people or Nation to rake heed: Hiſtories reportgthat 
danger bath made a dumb man ſpeak, The danger from chis Ser- 
vice-book may be looked upon in a twofold reſpeft, namely, 
a priori, from that which is paſt, and @ py{toriori, from that 
which is like toenſue; the former may allo be looked upon in 
a way of prophecie,or in a way of performance, the men and 
ſervants of God, co whom he was pleaſed co reveal himſelf 
in more than an ordinary waygeſpecially ir cime of perſecuci- 
on, or ſome preſſure lying upon them, have forecold, how the 
houſe of David ſhould wax weak,, and the kouſe of Saul ſhould wax 
ftrong, that is, Popery (ſhould make head, and the crutch of 
Chriſt ſhould ſuffer much, and many in cryal (hould forſske 
it; according to that of Simeon, a ſword ſhall pierce thorow thine 
own ſoul alſo, that the thoughts of many hearts may be revealed, 
Luk, 2.35. where by the ſwords piercing of the foul, accor» 
ding to all che ancient, is meanc the wounding forrows of 
the Mother of Chriſt at his ſufferings, and by the revealing of 
the thoughts, is meant the diſcovery of ſome ſtumbling or 
raking ſcandal at his death, Chryſoſtome, Anjtin, Origen, Am- 
broſe, Theophyla# : and what is the ground of all chis but theſe 
dregs of Popery now in controverlie, and the hurcful Hierar- 
chy, one of theſe upholding another ? a godly and famous 
Miniſter preaching to the baniſhed beyond Seas in Queen 
Maries time, that Gods anger was m'ch provthed againſt England, 
for ſlackneſs to reform, when they had time, pl.ice an1pewer z and (o 
ic was indeed: for he caſt back that partial reformacion into 
the flames of Antichriſtian tyranny, & gave many up unto fear- 
Ful Apoſtacy ; Further the good man ſaid, it ſtood them upon 
colook co it, andto becircumſpe& for fear of afrer-claps, 
meaning that a partial reformation would not ſerve, oy 
ol 
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will never indure (as hath been ſaid )the poſt and threſhold 


of Baal, and his to ſtand together, the like more fully was 


delivered by Maſter Rogers, chat honourable F' *to- Martyr, in 
his daies, when: the Goſpel ſhould be ettabliſhed in Eng- 
land, if the King /ome of Antichriſt were not utterly caſhi red, 
and total reſormation made in Gods worſhip, that our perſecution 


ſhould be greater, and our trial hotter, than in the daies when 


he and others ſuffered ; If we will not remove chac which is 
an abomination to God, as this Book is proved to be, it is 
juſt with God cocaſt us away. One more of this kind from a 
Peer of this Land, whoon his death-bed cried, Woto England, 
becauſe they turued all their Religion into policy : dangerous expe= 
rience hath taught us the cruch of chele prediftions: for from 
that halting reformation after Queen Mares death, wherein 
we pleaſed our ſelves with Aprippa his almoſt, in the original 
i xo, but a little, che Babylonian: and Edomites, Prelates and 
Feſutes, under the favour of their Canons, got at lengch ſuch 
tooting,and made tuch head for Popery, Arminianiſme, and 
that eſpecially, by cauſing che Nz/us of that Service-book to 
ſxyell, and heating the furnace of perſecution, that Religion 
and Policy, the two twins of Gods favour, were grown like to 
Archimedes his tomb, ſo over-grown with thorns, that it could not 
be found 3 yea,the women in the Revelation was bron:ght again 
unto thar ſtraight, as to think on nothing bue of flight to the 


wilderneſs : And further, how nigh were our nighbours- 


and brechren the Scors, to the pits brink of cuine, boch of Re-

As we are gone thus far with the danger paſt, and parcly 
preſent; ſo we delire your honours leave, to preſent the w 
pearance (as we conceive) of future danger and that partly 
to the Church and State in general, and partly moreparti- 
cular, to yourſelves, if this Service-book be not removed : 
to make both theſe dangers more viſible, let us compare our 
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-preſenement with the ninth Polition of Sous plea, in theſe 
words, If the Hierarchy be not removed, and the Scepter of Chrifis 
Governmeat (aamcdy Diſcipl.ne) advanced to its place, there can 
be no healing of our ſore, vo taking vp of our controverſie with God, 
yea our deſolations, by bic rareſt judgements, are like tole the ajtoniſh» 
ment of all Nations.
